NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
War-weary Americans on 
Wednesday marked the 1 !Ith 
anniversary of the September 
11, -DOl attacks, widi Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama -- far 
iiDW holding fire an Syria -- 
saying force alone cannot 
"build tlie world we seek." 

In New York, the US cap¬ 
ital Washington and a field in 
Shank sville, Pennsylvania, 
relatives of the nearly 3,0 DO 
people killed in the hijacked 
airliners and on the ground 
gathered for somber remem¬ 
brance ceremonies. 

"Our hearts still ache for 
the futures snatched away, 
the lives that might have 
been," Obama said at the 
Pentagon, \vhere 1S4 died 
when one of tlieplanes struck 
the building. 

"Tliey left tins Earth. They 
slipped firom our grasp.' 

US troops invaded 


Afghaiustan shortly after the 
3/11 attacks to oust the Tal¬ 
iban for giving refuge to Al- 
Qaeda, and Obama gave 
tlianks to the Aniei'ican forces 
who served tliere -- but noted 
tlie warivas now coming to a 
close. 

He said the United States 
would remain vigilant m the 
face of future terror tlireats 
but said military might alone 
could not bnng peace and se¬ 
curity 

'Let us have the wisdom 
to know that while force is at 
Umes necessary, force alone 
cannot build the world we 
seek," he said. 

On Tuesday, Obama deliv¬ 
ered an address to the nation 
in which he exp lamed why he 
was for now holding off on 
punitive military stnkes 
against Syria over its alleged 
chemical weapons use.

Humberto becomes 
season's first east 
Atlantic hurricane 



MIAMI (AFP) - Humberto, 
churning far off land, has be¬ 
come the frrst hurricane of 
the season in tlie eastern At¬ 
lantic, US forecasters said 
Wednesday. 

Some additional sti'ength- 
eningofthe Category 1 storm 
is possible through Tliursday; 
after willich Humberto should 
start to weaken, according to 
the National Humcaiie Cen¬ 
ter, located in Miami 

Tlie storm is spinning 
about 340 iiules (550 kilome¬ 
ters) west of the Cape Verde 
Islands, with maximum sus¬ 
tained winds of SO mph, ac¬ 
cording to the center's 1500 
GMT advisory. 


No coastal watches or 
warnings are in effect for the 
system moving nortli at 9 
mph. 

Humcane season lasts 
fi'oiii the beginning of June 
tlirough N ovsmb er. 

Tlie National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
predicted 13 to 19 named 
storms this season, up from 
tlie seasonal average of 13. 

Humberto is the eighth, 
named stomi of tlie year and, 
again, just the first hum cane. 

For the Atlantic Ocean, a 
normal season would pro¬ 
duce 12 named storms, in¬ 
cluding six hum canes and 
tliree major ones.

In New York, 9Ul-era 
mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
wiped away a tear at the 
Ground Zero event, which 
began with a moment of si¬ 
lence at 3:4d am (1246 
GMT), marking the lime 
when the hrst plane smashed 
into tlie World Trade Center. 

Moments of silence were 
observed at 9:03 am, the time 
when the second tower was 
hit; 9: 37 am, the time of the 
Pentagon attack; and 10.D3 
am, when a fourth airliner 
crashed in Pennsylvania after 
passengers intervened 

Relatives gatliered at the 
9/11 Memonal around the 
two huge black fountains that 
mark the footpnnts of the 
Twin Towers -- which col¬ 
lapsed in the attacks — for the 
ritual reading of the names of 
the dead. 

Tliat list has 2.933 names 


in ah. the 9/11 victims, plus 
those killed in tlie precursor 
to those attacks, the 1993 car 
bombing of tlie World Trade 
Center. 

Some relatives brought 
photos of the dead, wlule oth¬ 
ers left roses near the spot 
where their loved ones' 
names are etched mto the me¬ 
morial. 

Tlie president also paid 
tribute to tlie four Americans 
killed in a 9/11 attack last 
year on the US mission in 
Benghazi, Libya -- winch 
sparked a political furor over 
White House explanations 
about who was to blame 

An explosion, meanwhile, 
caused serious damage to a 


Libyan foreign ministry 
building in Benghazi on 
Wednesday. 

Following the Pentagon 
c er em ony, Db am a v o lun - 
teered at a food bank that of¬ 
fers meals to people with 
serious illnesses, saying re¬ 
membrances of the attacks 
should also include "the in¬ 
credible outpouring of neigh¬ 
bors helping neighbors.' 

And at the US Capitol, 
hundreds of lawmakers 
marked the anniversary 
singing "God Bless Amer¬ 
ica, " — wliicli memb ers of the 
House and Senate had sung 
12 years ago shortly after the 
attacks.

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New York rejects two

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Two disgraced politicians 
who had hoped to SEilYage ca¬ 
reers ruined hy sex scandal 
saw their bids far electa on re¬ 
demption flame out in New 
York. 

Democrat Antliony 
Weiner had positioned him¬ 
self as tlie ultimate comeback 
kid, deeding to run far 
mayor of New York City after 
quitting Congress in 2011 
over a steamy cyber-sex 
scandal. 

But after a campaign 
fraught with more lund reve¬ 
lations, Weiner won only five 
percent of votes in Tuesday's 
primary election 

Weiner's online proclivi¬ 
ties first came to light when 
he accidentally tweeted a pic¬ 
ture of himself in his under¬ 
wear to his followers rather 
than the student he was then 
courting online. 

He initially claimed his 
account had h een hacked and 
that he had not sent the pic¬ 
tures, but later backtracked, 
and tearfully quit his post in 
the US House of F.epresenta- 
tives. 

For a brief moment, it 
seemed Weiner might have a 
shot at political redemption 
as he topped polls m mid- 
July 

His campaign was quickly 
torpedoed, however, when 
details emerged o f further on¬ 
line cavorting. 

Tlie 49'-year-old admitted 
sending lewd texts and pho¬ 
tographs under the name 
"Carlos Danger" to a young 
woman after bis resignation 
from Congress, as well as 
after the birth of his infant 


port of his party and Ins mar- 
nag e in rums, he caused 
widespread surpnse by an¬ 
nouncing he would run to be¬ 
come New York's financial 
controller. 

■I'm hopeful there will be 
forgiveness, I am asking for 
it,' he told the New York 
Times in an interview. 

Spitz er was neck-and- 
neck with his nval Scott 
Slnnger in the polls, but 
ended up losing with 47.S 
percent to hisnval's 52.2 per¬ 
cent.

Uncertainty still hung over 
tlie Democratic mayoral race 
on Wednesday. 

Public advocate Bill de 
Blasio was by far the winner, 
but hovered only a hair's 
breadth above the 40 percent 
needed to avoid a mn-off 
witli ?7 percent of votes 
counted. 

His nearest rival is former 
city financial controller Bill 
Ni omp SDnwith2i5.2p ercent, 
who held out hope that De 
Blasio's 40.2 percent score 
would slip and force a run¬ 
off. 

New York is overwhelm¬ 
ingly Democratic, even 
though it has not elected a 
mayor from tliat party in 20 
years. 

Tlie party's candidate will 
battle R:epublican Joe Lhota 
on November 5 to replace 
Bloomberg, who has been at 
tlie helm in the Big Apple for 
12 years. 
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son. 

The fresh revelations 
tested the limits of forgive¬ 
ness of New Yorkers and 
Weiner never recovered in 
the polls. His campaign 
ended with an emotional 
speech on Tuesday night 

"We had the best ideas, 
sadly I was an imperfect mes¬ 
senger," said Weiner. His 
wife, Huma Abediii, a former 
aide to Hillary Clinton when 
she was secretary of state, 
was nowhere to be seen. 

"Sleazy come, sleazy go," 
said a New York Post head¬ 
line, next to pictures of 
Weiner and fellow sex- 
shamed candidate Eliot 
Spitzer.

The agreement calls for the company to cany out surveys at 
the Kirkuk oilfield but could eventually lead to it working to 
increase the field's production. 

Iraq's autonomous Kurdish region swiftly condemned the 
deal. 

Developing tlie field is part of Iraqi efforts to boost oil output 
in order to fund much-needed reconstmction. 

But Baghdad and Iraqi Kurdistan are locked in a dispute over

MEXICO CITY, (AFP) - 
Thousanils of striking 
teachers marched in Mex¬ 
ico City and other states 
on Wednestfay, causing 
more traffic headaches in 
the capital after President 
Enrique Pena Nieto 
signed a disputed educa¬ 
tion reform. 

Hundreds of anti-riot 
police and metal barriers 
kept Ihe teachers from ap-

Dozens were wounded in 
the violence, aud locals ex¬ 
acted a grim revenge on one 
man suspected of being a sec¬ 
ond attacker in the mosque 
bombing, which comes amid 
Iraq's worst bloodshed since 
2003. 

Authorities have souglit to 
tackle the unrest with a string 
of measures ranging ffom 
massive security operations to 
implementing tight traffic re¬ 
strictions m tlie capital in a bid 
to stem tlie number of cai' 
bombs. 

But attacks have continued 
to 111 I much of the country 
with more than 4,000 people 
killed 111 violence already tins 
yeai'. 

The worst of Wednesday's 
violence stiiick tlie confession- 
ally mixed north Baghdad 
neighbourhood of Wazinyaln 
where a suicide bomber blew 
linns elf up at a mosque at 
around 6:40 pm (1540 GMT) 
as worshippers were exiling 
following evening prayers. 

At least 30 people were 
killed and 55 others wounded, 
se'Cunty and hospital sources 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity. Several neai'by 
shop fronts were also badly 
damaged by the blast. 

Immediately after the 
bombing, locals spotted amai 
they suspected was about to 
blow himself up as well, and 
gunned Inm down before set¬ 
ting his coiqise ablaze, tlie 
sources said. 

No group immediately 
claimed responsibility for the 
attack against the Tamimi 
mosque, aShnleplace ofwDr- 
ship, but Sunni militants 
linked to Al-Qaeda frequently 
set off attacks against Iraq's 
Sbite majority, who they re¬ 
gard as apostates. 


Violence elsewhere in the 
countiy blled nine people, in¬ 
cluding four in the restive 
nortliem province of Nineveh. 

In tliree separate attacks in 
the province, which remams 
one of Iraq's least stable, gun¬ 
men killed lliree people, 
among them a scho ol principal 
who was shot dead at his 
house. 

The surge mbloodshed has 
sparked concerns that Iraq is 
slipping baick into the all-out 
se ctaii an war that pi ague d it in 
JQ06 and 2007, leaving tens of 
thousands dead 

OfficiEds have vowed to 
press on witli a campaign tar¬ 
geting militants they say has 
led to the capture of hundreds 
of fighters and tlie killing of 
dozens more, as well as the 
dismantling of militant train¬ 
ing camps and bo mb-making 
sites 

But the government has 
faced cnticism for not doing 
more to defuse anger in the 
Sunni Arab community over 
alleged ill-treatment at the 
hands of the Shnle-led author¬ 
ities, winch analysis and diplo¬ 
mats say militant groups 
exploit on the gi'oimd to reciuit 
and carry out attaicks.

Low estrogen linked to flagging sex 
drive in men: study 



WA.SHINGTOM (AFP;i - 
Many middle-aged men find 
tlieir waisthnes expanding and 
tlieir sex dnve shrnikiiig, 
symptoms a new study out 
Wednesday suggests can be 
traced to a harm one defiaen-cy 
- but not the one you miglit 
imagine. 

Previously, a drop in testos¬ 
terone productian might have 
been suspected as the culpnt 
but resear'±€ 1 ^ said a dedine m 
esti'ogen may be part of the 
problem. 

“This study establishes 
testosterone levels at winch 
Vanousphysiological fiinctions 
stall to become impaired, 
which may help provide a ra¬ 
tionale for detemiming which 
men should be treated with 
testosterone supplements," 
says Joel Finkelstein, of Mas¬ 
sachusetts General Hospital. 

But he said, “tlie biggest 
surprise was tliat some of the 
symptoms routinely attributed 
to testosterone deficiency are 
actually partially or almost ex- 
clusivdy caused by the decline 
m estrogens,* Fml^elstein said. 

Traditionally, a diagnosis of 
male hypogonadism -- a drop 
m reproductive hormones 
sharp enough to have physical 
effects - was based solely on a 
measurement of testosterone 
levels. 

Tliese diagnoses have in¬ 
creased dramatically in recent 
years --leadingto five times as 
many testosterone prescrip¬ 
tions m 2000 as in 1993 

Yet doctors understand litde 


about the exact levels of testos¬ 
terone needed to support nor¬ 
mal function. 

Testosterone production 
also has a direct impact on es¬ 
trogen levels in men, since a 
portion oftlie male hoimone is 
always converted into estiogen. 

Tliat makes it hard to know 
winch hormone is needed, and 
ui what quantity to counteract 
tJie symptoms that appear in 
aldermen 

To find out. researcliers sup - 
pressed all natural hormone 
productian among more than 
30Q male test subjects, aged 20 
to 50. Half of die subjects were 
given a daily dose of a testos¬ 
terone gel or a placebo for Id 
weeks. Hie other half were 
given the gel plus a drug that 
mlnbits the conversion of 
testosterone to estrogen. 

Hie results of the study sug¬ 
gest that testosterone regulates 
lean body mass and muscle 
strengtii, while estrogen im¬ 


pacts tlie accumulation of body 
fat. 

And sexual function was 
imp acted by both hormones, a 
lack of estrogen decreased de¬ 
sire, while a low level of testos¬ 
terone impeded erectile 
fiuiction. 

Further studies are neces¬ 
sary, Fmkelstein said, to coii- 
fimi whether the findings of 
this controlled study are accu¬ 
rate for naturally occurring 
honuone fluctuations.

Antliony Barnes, dl, was de- 
clai'ed dead hy letlial injection 
at d.Q7 pm in McAl ester, ac¬ 
cording to Jerry Massie, a 
spokesman for tlie Oklalioma 
Department of Coirections. 

Banks received a deatli sen¬ 
tence m 1999 fertile murder of 
South Korean wuman Sun 
"Kim“ Traviii, who was kid¬ 
napped from Ler Tulsa apail¬ 
ment parking lot on June d, 
1979. 

Travis, who was 24, was 
found raped and shot in the 
head several miles (kilometei's) 
from her home, according to 
court documents. 

Tire case remained unsolved 
for nearly two decades until

The size of the o ffering was 
roughly doubled from initial 
plans due to “heavy demand“ 
among investors, said the per¬ 
son, adding the bond sale gai¬ 
ner ed more than $100 billion 
worth of orders 

A Verizon spokesman said 
the company could not com¬ 
ment on bond offeiings before 
they close 

Th e b ond sal e, win ch would 
he the largest corporate bond 
sale 111 liistory if successfril, 
comes as Verizon seeks to fi¬ 
nance its $130 billion buyout 
of British paitner Vodafone's 
45 percent stake in Verizon 
Wireless, the largest US wire¬ 
less provider. Tlie partners an¬ 


nounced the deal last week. 

The Venzon sale would 
dwarf Apple's $ 17 billi on b ond 
sale in April, the largest corpo¬ 
rate bond sale to date. 

Interest rates have been on 
the lise as markets expect the 
Federal Reserve to cutback its 
massive asset-purchase pro¬ 
gram tins year, p erhap s as soon 
as n ext we ek's m onetary p oli cy 
meeting 

Bond yields have already 
risen considerably in recent 
months compared with earlier 
in the year in antiapatiou of 
the Fed move. 

Under the tenns of the offer¬ 
ing, Venzon will p ay a yield of 
5.1S5 percent on a 10-year 
bond, 325 basis points above 
th e U S 10 -y eai' Treasury yi el d, 
according to a document on 
the offenng. 

Paying more than 5 percent 
on a ID-yeai' bond is "expen¬ 
sive," said Gregon Voloklnne, 
president of Meeschaert Capi¬ 
tal Markets. 


Apple paid just 75 baas 
points above the yield on 10- 
year US Treasuries earlier this 
year, Volokhine said. 

Venzon plans to issue {dO 2 
billion in common stock to fi¬ 
nance tlie deal and is expected 
to raise a similar sum in debt. 

Verizon has said it aims to 
pay off the debt as quicMy as 
possible. 

Chief financial officer Fran 
Shammo told a September 3 
conference call tliat the com- 
p any exp ected to generate 
enough fi'ee cash flow with tlie 
Vodafone purchase to return to 
its normal debt level and gar¬ 
ner its traditional "A-" credit 
rating ‘witlun a reasonable 
amount of time, somewhere 
between four and five years." 

S&P lowered Verizon's 
credit rating from "A-" to 
"BBB+" on news of the deal, 
saying the increased debt was 
indicative of a “significant" fi¬ 
nancial risk profile. 


China billionaires pass 300 as richest get richer 
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BEIJING (AFP) - Hie niunber 
of dollar billionaires in main¬ 
land China has passed 300 for 
the first time, an annual rank¬ 
ing of wealth in the world's 
second-lai'gest economy 
showed Wednesday. 

The Huruii R.eport, a luxuiy 
magazine publisher, named 
property tycoon Wang Jianlin as 
Cluna's new ii'±est p erson, say - 
mg he had more than doubled 
ins woith to $22 billion. 

There were a total of 315 dol - 
lai' billionaires m tlie countiy, it 
said, up 64 from ayeai' ago 
The average fortune of the 
top 1,DD0 stood at $1.D4 biUiou 
— more than double their $440 
million during the global fi¬ 
nancial cnsis five yeai's ago. 

Three of last yeai''s 10 rich¬ 
est people in Chengdu, the 
capital of Sichuan, have been 
detained amid a corruption 
crackdown in the province 
Two others on tlie list are in 
prison, while Xu Ming, who 


joined tins year at No 67d with 
$49D million, was a key wit¬ 
ness against Bo Xilai last 
month m Cluna's biggest polit¬ 
ical coiTuption trial in decades. 

According to court tran¬ 
scripts, Xu said he gave the 
former senior politician 21 
million yuan ($3.4 million) in 
biibes, including purchasmg a 
villa m the French resort of 
Cannes for Bo's wife.

World migrants rise 
above 230 million 
mark: UN 



UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Tlie number of im grants 
around the world rose above 
230 million in 3013 with die 
United States, Western Europe 
and the Gulf oil slates the 
biggest draws, the UN said 
Wednesday 

Tlie nmnber who have left 
their own country has nsen 
firom 154 million in 1990 to 
233 nullion and tlie proportion 
of migrants in nch countnes is 
growing, said anew UN report. 

More tlian half of migi'ants 
are hvmg in 10 countries, witli 
the Umted States die leading 
host nation witli an estimated 
4l5 million in 3013 Tlie UH 
said til ere ai'e 13 million people 
firom Mexico in the United 
States and about 2.2 million 
who were born in China, 3 1 
million fi'om India and two 
milhan from the Pltilippmes. 


Russia has 11 million mi¬ 
grants, Genii any 10 million, 
Saudi Arabia has mne nuUion 
and tlie United Arab Emirates 
and Bntaiii eightinillion each. 
France, Canada, Austi'alia and 
Spain follow just belnnd, each 
witli more tlian six million im- 
migiants 

Ml gi'ants made up 10. S% o f 
tlie population m nch countries 
and just l.fi% in poorer na¬ 
tions. 

But die UN Department of 
Economic and Social affairs 
added that since 1990 “interna¬ 
tional migrants as a share of 
total grew in (nch nations) but 
remained unchanged in (poorer 
countnes).“ 

In stark contrast, the report 
added that almost 90% of the 
WDiid's estimated 15.7 million 
refugees are in poorer nations.

PARIS (Af - The French 
Foolball Fedeiation have pul 
forth Lyon as a candidate to 
host matches at Euro 2020, 
sources close to tliehid process 
revealed on Wednesday. 

Tlie toumamenl will for tlie 
first tmeteheld in 13 differ¬ 
ent cities across Europe, witli 
one designated city semng as 
the venue for the both the 
semi-finals and final. 

Alternatively, cities can 
campaign to host three group 
stage matches as well as a 
round of Id match or quarter- 
final, while only one city per 
country will be allowed to 
serve as a host venue. 

Taking into account the 
5S,OOD capacity of Lyon's 
Grand Stade, wluich should be 
completed in time for the sec¬ 
ond half of the 2015-1 d sea¬ 
son, the stadium would only be 
able to bid for games in the 
early rounds. 

Lyon's candidacy is tlie lone 
French bid, but with tlie coun¬ 
try oi'ganismg Euro 20 Id, the 
French submission does not 
figure to he among the 
favQunles, tlie source told AFP 

The deadline for candidate 
cities to formally submit their 
applications is Thursday, while 
UEFA's executive committee 
will announce winch cities 
have formally entered tlie race 
later ths month. 

The candidate cities will 
then have until Apnl 25, 2014 
to submit their bid dossiers. 
UEFA IS S'±eduled to nametlie 
13 hosts in September 2014 
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LJUBLJANA (AFP) - 
France missed a chance to 
book a spot in the quarter-fi¬ 
nals of the 3013 European 
basketball champianslnp an 
Wednesday as diey lost to 
Lithuania while Serbia took 
over sole possession of first 
place in the second round 
group stage.

Lithuania and France at 2-1 
in tlie group,, one victory be¬ 
hind Serbia. 


The Serbs improved to 3-D 
after surviving a dog-fight 
witli Belgium 16-69, Nenad 
Krstic sconng 17 points Ste¬ 
fan Markovic hit for 15 
points and Bogdan Bog- 
danovic added 12 points.
